Each edition weighs 62, 
pounds, Handsome gold leaf and rich 
toolings make the hard covers con- 
taining some 100 pages each, fit con- 
finement for the beautiful pictures of 
hundreds of birds and their habitat.

Initially, Lt. Col. P. Black, AA& 


QMG, of Headquarters, East, Ontario, 
area, Kingston, addressed the meeting 
and indicatéd how the Minister of De- 
fence, acting upon some of the recom- 
mendations made by Erig. Suttie’s 
Comm. on the Re-organization of the 
Militia, estimates to save eight mil- 
lion annually. The audience was 
shown how the remaining 30,000 mil- 
itiamen would be given the four spe- 
cific roles of Defence of Canada, a 
Trainiig Brigade, Headquarter ele- 
ments and National Survival. It was 
emphasized that the new Militia had 
to be fully trained and capable with- 
in a short time to take over much of 
the Regular Forces commitments in 
an emergency. There would be no im- 
mediate supply of badly needed 
weapons and vehicles since the Regu- 
lar Force must be equipped first; 
however many methods of equipping 
the Militia are being studied vigor- 
ously by select committees. 

With regard to the Hastings and 
Prince Edward Regiment, Col. Black 
stated that in future it would be con- 
sidered a major unit with a maximum 
strength of 300 all ranks. To achieve 
this and to reduce the costs of addi- 
tional armouries and administration, 
the outlying, armouries in Trenton, 
Madoc, Millbrook,. Port Hope, Nor- 
wood and Picton will be closed. Those 
sub-units will all be re-located in 
Belleville.

Because of the price of books get- 
ting higher and higher, we had to in- 
crease the fee for adults to $1.00. We 
let all the pupils and students pay 
fifty cents a year. 

How we are , supported is as fol- 
lows:-— Village, $400.; County, $150.; 
Years ago it was $75, but they raised 
it to $100., and the past three years, 
‘$150; Province, $300.; sometimes 
$310., but last year $300.; tag day, 
about $100.; Kiwanis Club, $50; Wo- 
men’s Institute, $50. 

Subscriptions and fines for overdue 
books, not counting the subscriptions - 
and fines, the grants and donations 
amount to $950. As a result we work 
on about $1,500. 

How the money is used:-—-The build- 
ing belongs to the Village. Oil for 
heating, about $100. to $120.; hydro, 
Librarian, $35.00 per month; helper, 
$5.00 per month for two afternoons; 
50c a Saturday for extra help. 

In the past seven years the mem- 
bership has increased from thirty-five 
children to 287 as of today. There are 
more children whose fees aré due this 
month, they forget, but we finally get 
it. Adult subscriptions are not 80 
good. It has jumped from 40 to 82 in 
the same period. , 

The books we bu ‘are chosen from 
the best seller list, catalogues and 
what the people ask for. We have a 
fine number of Westerns and myster- 
jes, and we buy all the Canadian 
books we can afford. As to the child- 
ren’s books, the grade teachers have 
been kind enough t> suggest different 
and again, we try to get as many of 
them as we can afford.

Some Myths About Canada

Hutchison, in his essay, suggests 
some of the characteristics cormmon 
to Canadians.

He speaks first of the “most obvi- 
gus", our “national humility”. This is 
most obviously a,figment of the auth- 
ors imagination. While most Canadi- 
ans will grudgingly admit that theres 
an occasional Limey or Yank who is 
not devoid of common sense, you'd 
have a formidable job on your hands 
to tfnd half a dozen Canadians who 
felt: humble in the presence of either, 

Next, he says we.are, “A, conserv- 
ative and steady pew ole.” Oh yes. Yes, 
indeedy. We are the conservative and 
sleady peaople who have an, election 
‘every ‘couple of who swing 
wildly from one political party to an- 
other, who riot over a hockey game, 
who have families coming to -blows 
over a flag design, who blow up mail- 
Hoxrxes, Z 

And, he says, our politicians reflect 
" their positive terror of 
color, and, flair.” 1 guess he's right. 
John Diefenbaker, a politician’ to 
whom we gave the greatest majority 
in our history, whom we _elected 
twice as Prime Minister; has no more 
color than a purple dragon breathing 
crimson flames.

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U.S. limits sugar 
beet acreage 


The U.S. agriculture department 
eet a national limit. of 1,375,000 
acres for the 1965 crop of sugar 
beets. 

This action was recommended by 
the major sugar beet growers as- 
@ociations and all but one of the 
@ugar beet processors. 

Industry representatives said 
this would be a cut of about six 
per cent from 1964 plantings of 
1,458,000 acres. 

Sugar beet acreage has not been 
restricted since the 1960 crop. Dur- 
ing this period, planting has in- 
ereased to about 1,460,000 acres 
for the 1964 crop from about 972,- 
000 acres for the 1960 crop. 

Two new beet factories will be- 
gin operations in 1965 and will 
process beets from a total of 60,000 
@ores. These factories have acreage 
for new producers guaranteed 
under the national sugar beet acre- 
age reserve.

Schizophrenia, an insidious illness 


-affecting the growth and development of 


the personality, is seen mainly in young 
people. A special form of this illness cal- 
led “Childhood Schizophrenia’ affects 
little children, some as young as four or 
five. Today there are hundreds of children 
in mental hospitals suffering from this 
illnessthe illness that cripples children’s 


minds the way other diseases cripple their 
bodies. 


Science is making some headway in 
treating this illness, but much more re- 
search is needed to find new and more ef- 
fective ways to treat it, and if possible, 
ways to prevent it.

Get the whole picture 


The Canadian, Camrose, Alberta 


Employers all across the country are 
concerned, as are members of several pro- 
vincial governments, over Ottawa fooling 
around with a national minimum wage 
bill. In theory, it’s ‘pretty easy to justify 
the need for a fair wage bill, but condi- 
tions vary so much from one end of the 
country to. the other, that it’s almost im- 
possilele to come up with a national mini- 
mum which would be acceptable in the 
higher cost centres of the industrial East, 
then it would almost certainly be out of 
reach for the more rural areas in centres 
where both wages and living costs /tend to 
be much lower. And if the basic wages 
were based on what these areas could af- 
ford, it would almost certainly be bitterly 
contested by the organized labor unions 
of the central provinces. 


The figure of $1.25 was mentioned 
ini early discussions, while the postmaster 
general announced this week that casual 
Christmas labor would be paid a national 
scale of 95 cents an hour. Here in Alberta 
this is above what even. the labor councils 
are suggesting would be fair having in 
mind the cost of living increases since the 
last amendment of the minimum wage, 
which now stands at 85 cents for males. 

Ottawa paints with a pretty broad 
brush, so its important that it can see the 
whole view when it starts painting. Other- 
wise part of the country may get smeared.

Smooth. and accurate in operation, this 
technique has haStened the “work of pre- 
paring map sheets-for reproduction so that 
the number of new maps available — 
many. of them printed in seven colors—has 
vastly increased and the heavy demands 
of'a developing nation satisfied. 

Today, a million maps a year are 
distributed by the Departmént of I‘ines 
and Technical Surveys. They include nau- 
tical and aeronautical charts, geological 
maps, ite maps, index maps and many 
other special maps besides the main topo-

graphic (or- land) maps. Across Canada 
are 300 outlets for federal maps including 
the map-sales office in the foyer of the 
Surveys and Mapping Branch building in 
Ottawa where 18,000-dollars-worth of 
maps are sold annually. Total storage of 
maps numbers 12,000,000 with 2,000,- 
000 readily accessible for current requests. 
Ten big presses and several smaller 
machines make a total of 36,000,000 im- 
pressions to produce an annual 12,000,000 
map sheets. The big business of map mak- 
ing in Ottawa is keeping abreast of the 
nation’s surging survey program, and 
forms a vital base of knéwledge upon 
which the complex growth of the nation 
can spread north, south, east and west.

He, a 4th century bishop in’ Asia 
Minor, was said to have made 
periodic excursions incognito 
among his people, to see for him- 
self their needs, with the result 
that he provided beneficences for 
worthy individuals anonymously, 
somewhat as the later-day tellers 
of Arabian Nights tales had 
Haroun-al-Rashid do. Nicholas 
was credited particularly with 
kindly consideration for girls 
whose lack of dowries prevented 
their securing acceptable hus- 
bands. He was reputed to have 
tossed into the home of these 
purses with gold coins. 


In those days, the houses of 
poorer families had no windows, 
for glass was an expensive luxury 
and there were extra taxes upon 
windows. With doors closed to 
him, the good bishop was wont 
to use the low slung chimneys 
as the entre f@¢r his gifts into the 
hands of the worthy spinsters. He 
had reason to assume the gift 
would reach the unfortunately 
unmarried maid from the circum- 
stance that, of course, in the 
poorer households the elder un- 
married daughter was the slavey 
who tended the pots in the fife- 
place. 

It appears that on ‘one occa- 
sion a purse fell into a stocking 


Thus Charles Dickens recalled, 
in one of his charming Christmas 
memoirs, that oldtime Christmas 
favorite toy, Nogh’s Ark. It was 
a favorite through several cen- 
turies in Europe for good reason. 
It was approved as @ “Sunday 
toy.” In those homes where the 
Sabbath was observed strictly,

St. Nicholas would have “been 
revered Without this legend of 
the stocking, for he was the 
patron saint of mariners. Seamen 
who had weathered terrible 
storms in treacherous Asia Minor 
coastal waters made him and his 
works known through the Medi 
terranean and wherever their ves- 
sels touched. Hence the story of 
chis benefactions spread abroad. 
His fame was well established in 
European tradition by the 13th 
century. That was when, it 1s 
indicated by the encyclopedia 
quoted above, stockings began as- 
suming their present form. It 
could be assumed that any 
gentleman desirous of a lady's 
favor would reckon a pair of such

After the family had gone 
to arduous service in church and 
had its dinner, the Ark—looking 
remarkably like a canal boat such 
gs the children had seen in near- 
by water-ways—came to rest 
upon a Mount Ararat in the par- 
lor. Camels, lions, horses, ali man- 
ner of creatures were brought 
forth or tumbled out unceremon- 
iously, if parents weren't watch-

At that time there was a grow- 
ing world demand for rubber as 
inventors found more and more 
uses for it in industry.

at Kew, So it was decided to send 


an English plant collector, Henry 
Wickham, on a secret mission to 
Brazil. 

He knew the country well and, 
after spending a year in the Ama- 
zon forests, he managed to bring 
7,000 wild rubber seeds back to 
England. 

From these, about 1,000 sturdy 
plants were grown at Kew. They 
were. dispatched in a specially 
chartered ship to Ceylon and Sing- 
apore, 

There they formed .the small, 
precarious beginnings of the vast 
rubber plantations which today 
provide &@ livelihood “for many 
communities in the Far East. 

With the ever-increasing transit 
of plants across the world has 
come awareness of the tsk of 
spreading new pests and diseases, 

To combat this, Kew now pro- 
vides quarantine facilities for 
plants which are being sent from 
one tropical country to another.

They 
arrive in society as fine doctors and good 
engineers but are they good thinkers or 
just highly trained technicians? 


These professionals maintain society 
but what do they contribute to its growth? 


Money is the main motivation for 
students entering university and more and 
more each year mediocre students 
clamovr at the doors and squeeze their 
way in. 


This assertion is easily proven when 
we gee how few choose the professions of 
nuf$e, teacher or social worker when he 
service. Who wants to be a reasearcher, 
could be.a lawyer, engineer, medical 
specialist or rising executive? 


There is no doubt university educa- 
tion is being given the hard sell as evi- 
dence the mushrooming number of new 
colleges springing up across Canada. 
Higher education is being ovesold and 
consequently being robbed of its true es- 
sence because the wrong things are em- 
phasized. The mad rush to get a degree 
and get on the money mart are trampling 
the real values of an education. 


It can fill empty minds with ideas. It 
can expose prejudice and ignorance for 
the bedfellows they are. It can enlarge 
horizons. It can improve acquired capabil- 
ities and enlarge native abilities. 

These, to my way of thinking, are 
some of the advantages of a university 
education. But to most students and 
parents a college education is the surest 
and safest way to material success. Gary 
Gottlieb, a third year student at the Uni- 
versity of Toronto, writes about his fellow 
students: 


“University graduates, for the most 
part, inflate themselves with self-impor- 
tance, and wallow in their own conceit. 
The humility that comes with a true edu- 
cation is unknown to them. Interested only 
in themselves, the problems of others mat- 
ter little. The age of himanitarianism has 
in their eyes disappeared, and those hand- 
ful of graduate students who serve a few

Isn‘t it time we realized the financial 
rewards of higher education have been 
overplayed? Education has. to be above 
the exchange of the busy labor market. 

Until we begin to value education in 
sense not dollars we're going to have 
such a mediocre type of scholar that we'll 
have to start institutions of higher learn- 
ing above and beyond the present-day 
university which will have become little 
more than a technical school and never 
again the repositories of academic truth 
and thought.—Regina Leader-Post.

the Canadian Highway Safety Coun- 
, cil. 
| ‘The death toll fell far short of the 
130 recorded in a five-day Christmas 
holiday in 1962 and was below the 84 
registered, in a four-day period in 
1961. Road deaths in the two years 
‘totalled 86.and 53 respectively. 

. During last year's two-day holiday 
“there were 31 deaths, 22 in traffic. 

This year’s total, compiled in a 
Canadian Press survey from noon 
‘Thursday to midnight Sunday, local 
itimes, included nine drownings, three 
fire deaths and seven miscellaneous 
deaths.
